for safety. Tho architect's i)lans were 
defectircj he laid tho foundatinns in 
untruth; used hypocrisy for bricks and 
ignorance for mortar. A Imilding con 
striicted of materials so unlit will not 
stand. It is topjding already and soon 
the walls will Ho in a confused mass 
on the ground. In tho midst of the 
alarm and luibbuband while the deluded 
workmenare flyingfrom tho impending 
disaster, tho voice of the Attorney 
General is heard above tho din crying 
,/aloud for "More Sand.'' lie knows 
that bHcks ami luortar will avail him 
nothing now. Patching rotten walls 
with decayed uiorlar will do no good. 
It is too late to apply props, .So he 
ba'.i'ls for "More Sand!'' \\'liai in ilic 
world does he want with sand ! 'i"o 
throw in the oye.s of the public; to 
fill your optica, dear reader, and those 
of your friends and those of people 
who aro not your friends so that you 
and they shall not be able to discern 
what is going on. Iferetofore, dust 
has served his purpose; but he wants 
the grittiest of gritty sanrl now. The 
truth must be concealed, at all lia/ards. 
The people aro not to see that the 
mission to England has failed; that the 
dry dock is ruining the province by 
its enormous drafts upon the revenue, 
and that by his audacious attempt to con- 
trol the judiciary ho has brought hinnsolf 
*illto disgrace at Ottawa and elaewhero 
throughout tho Dominion. Therefore ho 
aasumes tho heroic and with sand in both 
hands calls on tho House to preserve tho 
" ccnstitutional rights of tho province. " 
The most disappointed man in tho IIousc 
on Thursday was tho Attorney-General. 
He imagined whon the defiant clause was 
re(id»that tho ladies would wave thoir 
handkerchiefs and tho galleries would clap 
and stamp their approval. But the hand- 
kcrohiefa failed to wave and thero wus 
neither clapping nor stamping. Tho read- 
ing was received in sullen ailcnco and 
some illinformed persons actually frowned 
upon tho Lieut.

Moody section, and the statement that 
Iter Majesty was "graciously pleased'' to 
pigeonhole the petition, will not avail 
them • now. Their case is hopeless. 
Whether they will fall next week or week 
after; or whether their doom will lie 
averted uiui! tlu; people bunt them, .-i.s 
foxes aro liunted, out of their hulcs at lli.- 
general ulootion a few raontli.i lience, re- 
mains to ho act.-n. But of thi.i statuincnt 
the country may be certain, that the con- 
dition of public alTaira is so deplorable 
that no words at our 6ommand can ade- 
quately describe it. The country has but 
to refuse to allow tho government to throw 
sand into its eyes by raisini^ false i;i3U08 
and awnit devolopmenfs. ,
